counts of W. B. Patteson, Sheriff of Adair 
County, of the collection and disburse- 
ments of the road and bridge fund for 
the year 1908, levied at the April term 
1908 of the Adair Fiscal Court. 

On the 21st day of December, 1908, 1 
was by order of the Adair County Court, 
appointed and directed to settle with 
said Sheriff as stated above, and 
beg to report the following:— 

1 first charged said Sheriff with 25 
cents on each $100 worth of taxable 
property that was assessed, supervised 
and equalized for taxation and certified 
by the Auditor to said Sheriff. 

I then charged him with 25 
each $100 worth of property that was 
omitted by the Assessor but listed by 
the said Sheriff for taxation. 

I then charged him with the penalty 
on uncollected road and bridge taxes 
that were unpaid on the 1st day of Dec.

THE CHILD'S HOME TRAIN- 
ING. WHAT IT SHOULD BE. 

Home Environments and Asso- 
ciations. 

What Part of our Character 
is Made by Nature? 

BY SURROUNDING CONDITIONS, ETC. 

BY "MATTHEW TAYLOR: 

This subject was given to me 
some time ago by Bro. J. V. Dud- 
ley with a request that I make a 
talk on it some day in Sunday 
School. I cheerfully agreed to 
do so on the spur of the moment, 
not thinking of the task I had 
assumed, or my utter incompe- 
tency to perform it. However, 
feeling it to be my duty to try 
to do anything that may be con- 
sidered good for our Sunday 
School, our neighborhood or our 
country, I considered the sub- 
ject to some extent, and on one 
occasion tried to say something 
relative to it, but failed to present 
my thoughts as I wished to do, 
and consequently I have written 
out more fully what I think 
about it, and if you will be pa- 
tient for a short time I will try 
to read to you what has occurred 
to my mind. In the first place 
where good morals and genuine 
desire for the happiness and pros- 
perity of others are cultivated, 
where truth, honesty and con- 
tent reign supreme, and where 
a disposition is cultivated in the 
mind of the child, or children, to 
seek that home where it is said 
"The wicked cease from troubl- 
ing, and the weary shall find 
rest." 

Now my definition of the child's 
home is given altogether from 
the teachings of my mother and 
father and my sad experience in 
disregarding them. While I was 
not very immoral I was not truly 
so moral as I should have been. 
As to the happiness and pros- 
perity of others I took no thought 
from the fact it was never pre- 
sented to me in such a way as 
to draw my attention. I was 
taught that it was my duty to do 
unto others as I would have them 
do unto me, which I suppose 
would have covered the ground, 
but I paid very little attention to 
it for a long time. I always had 
a particular reverence for truth 
and honesty, but frequently 
butchered both considerably 
when considered in a moral and 
religious sense.. T was not con- 
tented because I thought it re- 
quired wealth to purchase con- 
tentment and ease in this world 
and never until rather late in 
life did I find out that a sufficien- 
cy with peace of mind was more 
to be valued than great riches. 
The Bible was always pointed 
out as the book of books that 
taught the way to Heaven where 
eternal joys awaited every one 
who obeys its precepts, but an 
impression was made at the 
same time that there was no con- 
necting link between the joys of 
earth and Heaven, and conse- 
quently thinking if I was one of 
the elect I was safe, if not I was 
irredeemably lost, I disregarded 
the admonitions o f conscience 
and the solicitations of friends. 

The reason I refer to myself 
in this instance is because I have 
been so careless myself through 
life that I felt it would be best 
to acknowledge my own imper- 
fections before attempting to 
give advice to others. 

It seems to me that the defi- 
nition I have given of the child's 
home is suggestive of what its 
training should be. In the first 



place the child should be taught 
to be kind and polite to all with 
whom it comes in contact, not to 
use profane or vulgar language, 
to be truthful and honest under 
any and all circumstances, and 
that to act thus is not the best 
for it in this life only but will aid 
greatly in making preparation 
for a home where the troubles 
and mortifications inherent in our 
natural bodies will cease and 
where universal peace and hap- 
piness will prevail. This brings 
to mind the fact that every par- 
ent is a teacher, and is responsi- 
ble to his child, to his country 
and his God, for its proper mor- 
al and religious training. It al- 
so brings to mind the thought as 
to how little pains are frequent- 
ly taken to prepare the young 
for parental duties. In order 
that the parents may perform 
their duty properly it is necessa- 
ry that they should know the 
position they ocupy and its re- 
sponsibilities. They should 
know at least, that the child or 
children under their care are in 
possession of two states of ex- 
istence, a worldly existence in 
which they can best enjoy the 
world by making preparation for 
that spiritual existance promised 
to the faithful in the spiritual 
world beyond the grave. They 
should know also that there are 
two states of infancy through 
which all children pass, one from 
birth to the years of accounta- 
bility and the other from the age 
of accountability to the years of 
manhood and womanhood. 

They should know likewise 
that the soul is an angle and that 
an angle is no more than an un- 
bodied mind, that the mind will 
seek such surroundings in the 
spiritual world as it enjoys most 
in this, and that the foundation 
must be laid in the first stage of 
infancy on which the moral and 
religious character must be erect- 
ed during the second stage and 
that in order to build up such 
characters as their moral and re- 
ligious duties demand it requires 
example, patience and persever- 
ance to accomplish their designs. 
They cannot accomplish anything 
by telling their children that it 
is wrong to talk in a disrespect- 
ful way of their neighbor and at 
the very first opportunity, and 
that too in the presence of their 
children, commence a tirade on 
the character of their neighbor 
just to the extent they are promt- 
ed by prejudice, selfishness or 
jealousy and just to the extent 
they are actuated by either mag- 
nifying his misfortunes or judg- 
ing harshly of his actions there- 
by creating a prejudice in the 
minds of their children which is 
never eradicated, but is carried 
on from generation to genera- 
tion forgetting the old adage that 
in judging of others "we should 
employ the spirit of charity and 
candor, but in judging ourselves 
we should be exact and severe." 
Now as to patience and persever- 
ance it seems to me we have a 
very good example given by na- 
ture in the history of a worm of 
which it is said when it wishes 
to change its state in the world 
it crawls into a suitable place, i 
envelopes itself with a covering j 
and thus puts itself into a womb 
that it may be born again and i 
goes on through the different 
stages till it is clothed with wings 
and able to fly abroad and nour- 
ish itself with sweet food from 
flowers.

Dr. B. M. Trabue, notice of 
whose critical illness of paralysis 
was made in last week's edition 
of this paper, peacefully passed 
atpay at his home in Allensville 
Thursday night April 15. About 
two weeks before he had sus- 
tained the fatal stroke, and his 
condition from the very first was 
exceedingly grave. Death had 
been expected for several days. 

Dr. Trabue was born in Adair 
county on June 3, 1827. He was 
educated for his profession at 
the old Transylvania University, 
Lexington.and in November, 1853, 
married Miss Fannie Sale of 
Allensville. He had made Allens- 
ville hi*> home for 58 years, with 
the exception of several years 
spent in Christian ^ounty. Nine 
children were born of his mar- 
riage, and all, with the excep- 
tion of one who died in infancy, 
survive him, with together his 
wife. They are: Will H. Tra- 
bue, of New York City; Dr. L. 
P. Trabue, of Elkton; Mrs. E. U. 
Bland, of Christion county; Mac 
Trabue, of Christian county; 
Mrs. K. B. Gray, of Hardin 
county, and Misses Lizzie, Mattie 
and Etta Trabue. Besides these 
are thirteen grandchildren, 
there never having been a death 
among either his children or 
grandchildren with the exception 
of the one child who died in in- 
fancy. 

Dr. Trabue was a successful 
physician, a genial and kindly 
'gentleman, a member of the 
Baptist church and a life-long 
Mason. The funeral services 
were conducted at Mt. Gilead 
Baptist church, Allensville, Fri- 
day afternoon. The remains 
were taken to Pembroke Satur- 
day morning for interment.— 
Todd County Paper. 

Dr. Ben McDowell Trabue was 
born in Columbia June 3, 1827. 
The little family room with its 
quaint fire place, and small door 
and window on either side re- 
mains unchanged in Mr. Joe 
Coffey's house. 

He removed with his father, 
step-mother, and sisters to the 
then new Trabue place, April 
1838. This is the same old "Wil- 
low Glen" the present home of 
his three living sisters. The old 
haunts of his childhood were 
dear to his memory to the very 
last. One morning when very 
thirsty he said he was so tired, 
that he had traveled all night 
for a drink of water from the 
little spring in the woods at the 
old home. 

He, was the youngest of five 
children of William Trabue and 
Elizabeth McDowell. He had 
nine sisters and one brother who 
lived to be grown, all of whom 
were members of the Columbia 
Baptist Church. He joined this 
church while quite young, and 
is remembered here by a few old 
people as a social, strictly moral 
young Dr. and Surgeon.
